RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT UNDER 35 U.S.C. § 121 

Sir: 

In response to the Examiner's Restriction Requirement mailed by the U.S. 
Patent and Trademark Office on December 2, 2004, in which the Examiner restricted 
the claims into Species 1-9 as follows: 

a. Species 1: specification page 4, lines 7-16 (claims 1-17, 21-26, 44-46) 
drawn to providing navigation service with suspension. 

b. Species 2: specification page 21-17 [sic] (claims 18-20) drawn to 
establishing connection with a user based on his identification and 
connection history. 

c. Species 3: specification page 4, lines 17-23 (claims 27-30) drawn to 
providing navigation information based on uncertainty of parameters. 

d. Species 4: specification page 15, lines 30-35 (claim 31) drawn to 
generating prompts to be delivered to the user. 

e. Species 5: specification page 4, lines 32-35 (claim 32) drawn to selecting 
navigation path with intermediate point of interest. 
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f. Species 6: specification page 5, lines 8-1 1 (claims 33-35; 47-51) drawn to 
converting street name from text format to speech format. 

g. Species 7: specification page 5, lines 12-14 (claim 36) drawn to providing 
navigation information in blocks format. 

h. Species 8: specification page 5, lines 15-22 (claims 37-43) drawn to 
varying frequency of obtaining location information. 

i. Species 9: specification page 13, lines 22-28 (claim 52) drawn to 
detecting deviation of the user from suggested route. 

The Examiner has required an election of a single species from these Groups. 
Therefore, Applicant submits that this election requirement is an election of species 
pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.146. Therefore, Applicant submits that should a generic 
claim be allowed, Applicant is entitled to consideration of claims directed to a 
reasonable number of species pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1 .141(a). 

Applicants hereby elect Species 1, consisting of Claims 1-17, 21-26, and 44- 
46, without traverse.
